* Depression and anxiety
* Falls that result in injury among older adults

* Research shows that treating hearing loss leads to
improvement in overall health and quality of life

* Individuals with hearing loss and who do not have
hearing aids are more likely to say they are in poor
health and were less likely to leave home or exercise
regularly

* Within three years of getting hearing aids, risk of
developing dementia decreased by 18%
